CHAPTER 194.

AN ACT to amend section 925—152 of the statutes of 1898
relating to treasurers’ fees.

The people of the state of Wisconsin represented in senate and
assembly do enact as follows:

Extension of time as to ome per cent. fee; duty of treasurer.
Secrion 1. Seetion 925—152 of the statutes of 1898 is hereby
amended by striking ont the words “tenth day of January” in the
third line of said section, and inserting in lieu thereof the words
“thirty-first day of January,” so that said scction when so
amended shall be and read as follows: Section 923—152. The
city treasurer shall be entitled to receive and collect as fees for
the colleetion of taxes one per eent. upon all sums collected prior
to or on the thirty-first day of January, and three per cent. upon
all sums collected by him thercafter; and in case of a distress
and sale made by him of goods or chattels for the payvment of
any taxes he shall receive such fees as are allowed to constables
for similar services. The city treasurer shall keep in a book
to be provided for that purpose true accounts of all fees by him
received as treasurer from any souree, and such book shall be
open for inspection at all reasonable times, and he shall have on
file and make return to the council, duly certified on oath, an
itemized statement of all fees or other moneys received and paid
out by him as treasurer; he shall receive no further compensa-
tion for his services as treasurer than is hereinbefore specified ;
provided. that in cities where the treasurer receives a salary the
fees collected shall belong to and be paid into the treasury.

Secrion 2. This aet shall take effeet and be in force from
and after its passage and publication.
